TEACHING PUSSY TRICKS 


Amusing Things Your Cat May Do 
If kindness and patience be necess- 
ary in attempting to teach any animal 


/ tricks, they are mever more essential 
or indeed imperative, than in the case 
of a cat 


Many a cat-ownrer fails to teach his 
pet tricks, because he begins at the 
wrong end, or makes a bad beginning 

Jumping is the first trick to teach a 
cat, and a start should be made in 
kittenhood, for the older the cat the 

| more diMicult it will be to teach. 

The simplest plan is to put down a 

| saucer of milk As puss makes for 
it, bend over it from behind, linking 
your hands together, so as to fofm a 
‘oop a little way above the ground. In 
nine cases out of ten puss will readily 
leap over your hands, and in many 
cases a kitten will do so without the 
attraction of the milk. 

Then teach jt to jump through your 
urms, held sideways to the body, grad- 
ually raising them until when you 
and your arms form a figure like the 
letter P, puss will spring from the 
ground clean through the loop. 

A pretty and effective trick is to 
make puss leap over your head. 

For ® start, sit down on the floor, 
or bend almost double, with the arms 

|‘ looped above the head, gradually 
straightening up until you stand your 
full height, save for the neck being 
| slightly bent

when a market was established for 
them and the Indians could get real 
money, or real food or real whisky for

The engineers are work- 
ing on the pros and cons of the route 
and weighing the advantages and dis- 
advantages of the two ports. | want 
to be absolutely right in my decis- 
jon, 

1 expect the answer of the engin- 
eors within a day or so and then there 
will be a final announcement, 

lt is understood that Mr. Cochrane 
found Port Churchill by far the beat 
natural route. It will take several 
millions to make Nelson an up-to-date 
termizal 

On the other hand the Nelson route 
is elghty five miles shorter. This is 
ous thine the engineers are estimat- 
ing, as to whether the saving by the 
shorter route to Nelson overbalances 
the extra harbor cost or not. 

We intend to make this a good road 
and make no mistake, sald Mr. Coeh- 
rane with emphasis. It will be a 
splendidly built line; we have a four- 
tenths’ grade, we are using 80Ib rails | 
80 you will see it is no poor line. 

1 believe that the Hudgon Bay route 
will mean much to the West in the 
way of tower freight rates. It will 
be a real jevelier Fast and West, Just 
consider how much cheaper iron, steel, 
and coal for instance. from Sydney, 
could be stilpped to the prairtes. It 
will be of the greatest advantage to 
the East and I believe Eastern oppo- 
sition is dying out.

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THE MARKET REPORT 
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Weekly Gratin Letter Supplied by 
Thompson, Sons & Co, Grain Mer- 
chants, Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg, Sept. 4.—During the past 
week there has been no improvement 
in the character of the weather over 
the spring wheat country of the 
United States and Western Canada. 
Days of bright sunshine and drying 
breezes have alternated with down- 
pours of rain. In South Dakota and 
Minnesota threshing and movement is 
being delayed and where grain is 
standing in the fields in stooks the 
alternate soaking and drying is dam- 
aging the quality. In the north and 
west parts of North Dakota much of 
the crop is still uncut and where cut 
and ready to thresh is being delayed 
and to some extent depreciated by the 
rains. In the province of Manitoba. 
Saskatchewan, and Alberta the sftua- 
tion is really discouragigg. We have 
one of the finest crops on the. ground 
cver raised in western Canada, taking 
yield and quality together, but prob- 
ably not morg than 50 to 55 per cent. 
of it is cut yet. It is practically all 
fully matured, very different from last 
year’s crop at this time vast quanti- 
ties of which were never matured but 
perished by the cold rains and frosty 
nights during August, and then later 
on could not be harvested owing to 
continued rains and in some places 
snow, the same being most unfavor- 
able for saving and threshing the 
grain that*was cut, and yet for all that 
the west turned out within the twelve 
months a tremendous quality of wheat 
of one grade and another, ai! ce! which 
has seemingly been used up This 
season up to the present time, frost, 
which is always watched for in Aug 
ust has scarcely been hinted at, and 
th efact that the temperature has 
been averaging about 15 degrees 
higher than at this time a year ago 
has along with the superabundance 
of rain, produced atmospheric and soll 
conditions which while not preventing 
the maturing grain from ripening, 
have laid down a good deal of the 
uncut unmatured grain, delayed cut- 
ting and the subsequent work of 
stacking and threshing. and is now In 
danger of causing damage by sprout- 
ing the grain standing in stooks. The 
weather during the latter part of Auz- 
ust and up to this date has been dis- 
tinctly unreasonable. The rains and 
thunderstorms and high temperature 
have been such as would be cailed 
seasonable in June and first half of 
July. The trees which should be be- 
ginning to change to autumn tints 
are still luxurtantly green, and lawns 
and grass fields are as green as one 
1ooks for them to be in June, After 
last year’s experience, however, when 
the weather from August to Decem- 
ber was the worst for maturing and 
saving the crops over Western Can- 
ada which we had seen in nearly

Electric Lighting 

At Tuesday's meeting of the 
Town Council a discussion took 
place regarding the feasibility of 
electric lighting for Strathmore. 

Councillor Girvin has all along 
been taking a great interest in this 
subject, and he and Councillor 
Clemens have inspected the plant 
recently installed in Gleichen. 

Dr. Girvin introduced Mr. W. R, 
McKie, who is installing the private 
plant at Gleichen at the present 
time, and said he could give them 
some information which might be of 
value to the Council regarding elec- 
tric lighting. 

Mr. McKie said that in the past 
the difficulty with electric lighting 
in towns like Gleichen and Strath- 
more had been the difficulty in get- 
ting an efficient light at a reasonable 
cost. His company had now a 
gasoline engine on the market which 
would do this, and which would 
give an absolutely steady light. 
The differeace between the cost of a 
gasoline and a steam outfit was very 
great. A steam plant in a town 
like Strathmore would cost any- 
where between $12,000 and $15,000 
and the operating cost was also 
high. — Innisfail was putting in a 
Steam plant tor generating electric- 
ity that would cost them over $12, 
ooo. A gasoline generating plant 
with a capacity of 500 20 candle 
power Tungsten lights could be in- 
stalled for a cost of $3500, this not 
including the power house, which 
could be built tor between $600 and 
$800. The operating expense 
would be the gasoline, which cost 
about $3 per night, and a man to 
runthe piant For $3500 his com- 
pany could instal two twenty-horse 
power gasoline engines, with gener- 
ttors and a tull lighting equipment, 
and they would guarantee an 
efficient service up to Soo livhts as 
stated above. 

A number of questions were asked 
Mr. McKie, and he was alterwards 
asked to give the Coun il all the in- 
formation he could regarding his 
system, with prices, ete., and it 
would be submitted at the next 
meeting of the Council tor consider- 
ation,

An Industry That Should be Encour- 
aged In Western Canada—Use 
the Raw Flax Fibre 


The farmers of Western Canada are 
now busy harvesting a crop which it 
fs estimated will yield two hundred 
and fifty million bushels. Think for 
@ moment of the enormcus quantity 
of binder twine that will be sold! Yet 
with the existenco of such a market 
comparatively little of the twine is 
made here. Our needs afe really 
supplied by the United States. Tons 
and tons of flax fibre, which some day 
will be perfected as a raw material 
for the manufacture of binder twine, 
are going to waste on the prairies 


, every season, all because no One can 


make profitable use of {t in Canada. 
There is not even the inducement to 
save this raw material for the purpose 
of manufatcuring. Such a cond{tion 
exists chiefly of an unequal competi- 
tion in the binder twine trade between 
Canada and the United States and 
older and more powerful industries 
have not only absolutely free access 
to the Canadian market, but also prac- 
tloally monopolize the valuable sup- 
plies of raw materials in the Philli- 
pine Islands. Time was, when the 
greater part of the binder twine bust- 
ness of Canada wes carried on by 
Canadian manufacturers. To-day, an 
overwhelmingly large share of this 
Dusiness is in the hands of the so- 
called Harvester Trust, which does 
not make a pound of twine in Canada, 
but sends it from mills located across 
the line. 


STOCK AND THE DAIRY 


Development of These Industries 
Along the Caigary-Edmonton Line 


Possible :o part of the West offers 
better faciities for mixed farming than 
that along the railway from Macleod 
north to Edmonton. There is little or 
no dairying, however, until one strikes 
Nanton, where there is a new cream- 
ery which is producing 1,000 Ibs. of 
butter a week, having increased from 
600 lbs. in three weeks. The people 
all through this territoryjare devoting 
more and more attention}to dairying, 
stock raising, and the! growing of 
coarse grains. They\are also keen 
along the line of indnstrial develop- 
ment. The trip fromy. igh River to 
Edmonton reminds;a‘ person of On- 
tario. The rvlling hand, dairy herds, 
horses, streams, patches of bush are 
attractive and offer‘exceptional oppor- 
tunities for mixed@farming. This ap- 
plies especially, tothe district between 
Calgary and/Edmonton. In some 
cases the early frost of last year 
which caught the’ wheat was a bless- 
ing in dirguise and compelled some 
farmers to look ‘to other avenues of 
industry that they might net the 
necessary financial returns. At Lang- 
don one farmer’ fed his frozen wheat 
to hogs, and in that way obtained $1 
a bushel for it. E, B. Wellsheimer 
who farms 160 acres has gone !nto 
Stock raising, sells no grain but feeds 
it to his hogs, thus obtaining good 
returns fiom ‘his farm. Further evi- 
dence of mixed farming is seen in the 
large number of cans of milk and 
cream at \aricus stations. Carstairs 
sends a large quantity of milk to Cal- 
gary at $225 per hundred Ibs., in win- 
ter and -1.50 per hundred Ibs., in sum- 
mer.

The Lighthouse on Bird Rocks 

The life of the lighthouse keeper 
is a dreary and jionotonous one. There 
are among the many stations along 
the Canadian Atlantic seaboard a 
number ot isolated and barren places 
on which it is necessary to maintain 
lighthouses for the guidance of the 
mariner. One of them is Bird Rocks, 


situate about ten miles from Magda- 
jen Island In the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, The rock is 140 feet above 


sea level, of solid red slate and does 
not possess enough soll to grow a 
peck of potatoes. It is the haunt 
of innumerable sea birds and the home 
cf the lixht-keeper To reach the 
top of the rock one has to climb a 
perpendicular ladder 130 feet in 
length.

Her Daties and Privileges 


Few girls go through a long period | 


of life without being called upon to 
play the part of bridesmaid; and, 
while most love doing 80, the major: | 
ity of girls have but the most hazy 
idea of the nature of a bridesmaid’s 
duties. Briefly the duties may be 
defined as common-sense courtesy,

BRASS WORKERS. 


Theirc |e a Dangerous Trade, and 
Usually Die Young. 

The present rate of mortality of the 

brass foundryman is two and a half 

| times that of the farmer. Respiratory 
diseases, particularly consumption, ac 
count for the difference. Comparative 
tables based on sickness and tnvalid- 
ism, if obtainable, would show even 
greater differences. 

The age statistics in the trade are 
startling. Of 1,751 brass foundrymen 
but seventeen over fifty years of age 
were found and a bare 200 over forty 
years of age. When asked the cause 
of this officials invariably stated: 
“They got too old. They can’t turn 
out the work they should every day.” 
But what sort of an industry 1s this in 
which nearly six-sevenths of Its fol- 
lowers are too old at the age of forty? 
It is not thus among fronmolders. most 
of whom are bale and hearty even at 
sixty years and still able to turn out 
their full quota of work daily Work- 
men cle!m they “are knocked out by 
the brass fumes.” 

These age statistics for Chicago 

i workmen are no different from those 
f Sir. Thomas Oliver gives ee bis book 
‘ on “Dangerous Trades;’) “Only ten 
| brass workers of 1,200 casters in Bir 
c mingham, Eugland, were found living 
beyond sixty years. A superannuation 
‘ insurance for brass founders, to begin 
at fifty-five years of age, had only 
three applicants In a period of some 

ten years.” 

There is no cure for brass chills. But 
they can be prevented by striking at 

—_ the cause. For such an important in 
dustry not to do so is like tolerating 
smallpox in a modern community. The 
workmen must be protected from the 
breathing in of brass fumes and foun- 
dry smoke. In large foundries with 
good ventilation, either natural or arti- 
ficial, brass chills practically never oc- 
cur.—Emery R. Hayhurst in Survey.

Experiments With Rats Shows That 
They Will Learn a Task Quickly 
if Rewarded for Succe - 


Would you spank your baby if an 
sxperiment with rats told you you 
ought to? 

That is to say, 
if a rat needs a 
good spanking 
sometimes, does 
a baby also? 

We can hear 
you shout “No!” 
twice, but any- 
way it brings us 
to the story of 
the remarkable 
tests made by 
two scientific 
young women of 
Johns Hopkins 
university at Bal- 
timore, Miss 
Ruth J. Stocking 
and Miss Mildred A. Hoye. 

The question of child punishment 
came up at the big college. How 
much good does a spanking do? How 
much good comes from rewards for 
being good’? 

Of course nobody would loan their 
babies for a test, so Miss Stocking and 
Miss Hoye decided to try it out on 
Tats! 

They rigged up a test box, got some 
rats and started. The box was 80 par 
titioned and equipped as to reward 
the rats for choosing one chamber 
and punish them for choosing the 
other. The chamber doors were 
marked by lights of different intensity. 
Choosing one light meant a nice bow!

harmless electric shock. 

The rats that chose the spanking 
room soon learned to avoid it. Once 
shocked they were nervous about en

alone. In this test they failed to make 
any distinction between the Ights, 
but merely blundered about till they

“That lessons learned through pun 
ishment stick longer than those learn 
ed through reward, 

“That animals will learn a set task

Mixed Farming Train 
and Strathmore 


In our last issue we drew atten- 
tion to the fact that neither Strath- 
more or Gleichen were in- 
cluded in the itinerary of the 
special train which is shortly to 
be sent over the C.P.R. lines in 
the Province of Alberta by the 
Department of Agriculture to 
demonstrate the advantages of 
mixed farming. 

The idea of a demonstration | 
train is a very good one, and 
farmers and townspeople are bo h 
anxious to see it. By its present 
itinerary the train skips the most 
settled parts of the irrigation 
block and goes on to Bassano and 
Brooks, at both of which points 
the farming population 1s as yet 
small. 

Much indignation has been dis- 
played at the omission, and the 
following letter has been address- 
ed by the M.P.P. forthe constitu- 
ency, Mr Harold Riley, to Hon.
